SOMETHING new will be added

chantment this spring. Educated 
gondoliers are in'‘the making. 

Tho first . gondoliers’ school in 
history—and certainly the only such 
institutlon in the world—was open- 
ed to teach the modern masters of 
an ancient art a few . things that 
will compete with — streamlined 
water taxis, multilingual guides 
and organised tourist trips.

Causes 


The nasal discharge may be due 
to ao cold. An infant may have re- 
current attacks of nasal discharge 
due ‘to improper feeding, according 
to Dr Charles E. Scott, of Edin~ 
burgh. Lack of fresh alr may be an-- 
other contributing factor. Bables 
who are kept fn overcrowded, over- 
heated rooms with insufflelent ven- 
tilation may develop a chranic, 
continued nasal discharge. In these 
instanccs, the discharge docs not 
form crusts, but may produce some 
irritation of the upper, Mp -.and the 
aren’ round the opering of the nose. 


In older children, the runrilng 
nose may bo due to'a bit of material 
paper, a bead, peas or v 
fruit pit which has been pushed in- 
to the nose by the child. In such 
cases, the discharge is unilateral or 
one-sided, continuous, and gradual- 
ly. becomes thickened. ~ 


Diphthoria : Infection 


If tho discharge from the. nose ‘ls 
blood streaked, there is a possibility 
of its being due to a diphtheria in- 
fection. In such instances, a meme 
brane may be.seen-jn the nose. The 
discharge may be clear at first, but 
in a day . or twa becomes cloudy 
and thick. There also may be re- 
peated nosebleeds. . 


Infection of the nasal sinuses is 
another common. cause. 


Other responsible factors are hay- 
fever, and what is known as aollergi 
‘rhinitis; a” condltlon due” to sensitlv- 
ity to such things as dust, pollens, 
or foods. In these latter cases, the 
discharge from the nos¢ fs thin and- 
watery, and the ining membrane of 
the nose is pale and swollen, >
